Some of the new C onstitution’s most im ­ 
portant sections were adopted b y less than a m ajority 
of the 12 states represented 
At no time wen* all i 
12 states represented In the convention at the same 
time. 
Out of it all caine the most icmarkab l« * charter,! 
of governm ent the world ever has produced 
The founding fathers were considerab ly leas than 
heroes and saints during that sizzling sum m er and 
convention. 
W ithout old Dr. 
B enjam in 
Franklin, 
who was a philosopher as well as a politieian, they 
would have b een at each other* throats even more 
often than they were 
On the far side of the 
Atlantic. 
G reat 
B ritain 
watched 
the apparently futile struggle of the new 
nation to get iU house 
ui order ntid thought it might 
b e taking charge of Its colonists again b eiore long 
Certainly, the first signs of political life In America 
were anything b ut auspicious. 
Apparently, though, 
tha t first clim actic struggle with the Constitution 
was merely to foreshadow the succeeding century and 
a half of pulling and hauling 
over 
the document 
forged in Philadelphia in 
1767 It seems to b e the 
American way of handling the difficult prob lem o' 
constitutional government.
